A NEW CHINESE HOSPITAL AT 
SAMSHUEPO. 

HOW THE UMINESE PRESUME TO EVADE 

+ PLAGUE RESPRICTIONS. 

At tho meeting of the Sanitary 
afternoon certain correspondence was road 
with reference to the erection of » Chinese 
Hospital on the confines of British terri- 
tory. : 

Tnapectar Tate. of the Water Police, 
reported that hy bal yisited four shops in 
the Colony ond in two uf them found nub- 
seription bdoks for the erection of a Chinesd 
Respital, At Cheung Sha Wan, a little 
east of tho old plague hospital site, ho found 
Duilding operations in progress.
